winter crop is tne chief reliance of 
food in this country where the pop- 
ulation normally consumes more po- 
tatoes per head than almost any- 
where else in the world. Under or- 
dinary circumstances this would de- 
note nothing but a bit of misfortune. 
Before the Nazi regime Germany 
could have bought all the potatoes 
she wanted abroad. Today she has 
no money and no credit to buy 
either potatoes or any other neces- 
sities abroad. 
What in ordinary 


times would be a trivial matter can 
in the third Reich become a cala- 
mity. 
This is the background against 


which Hitler speaks and this is the 
background against which the Ger- 
man people are reflecting today at 
the curious choice of Friday the 
thirteenth for so momentous an 
event. 


The Germans point out that there 
already bave been two Friday the 
thirteenths this year. April 13 was 
also Friday. Nothing especially un- 
lucky happened that day. But, 
"there It is," they say. How Ger- 
mans think of the number thirteen 
is illustrated by what happened with 
the King of Siam lunched last Mon- 
day in the great chemical plant of 
Sobering Kahlbaum. 
This firm 


sells Siam most of that country's 
headache remedies. The King of 
Siam invited to lunch brought a 
large entourage and plates were laid 
for eighteen. - 


Several guests however failed to 


appear and as the meal began, the 
headwaiter noted that there were 
thirteen at the table. He whispered 
the bad news into the ear of the 
host, the company's head. Immed- 
iately the host jumped up, ran out 
into the hall and seized the first 
employee in sight and forced him, 
a modest young bookkeeper to sit 
down to lunch with the royal party. 
Hitler does not care. He chose 
Friday the thirteenth. Today he is 
defying fate.

How many there are the German 
public has not yet been told. They 
are dead enemies of Hitler but there 
are dead friends, too, all traitors he 
declares, but all are men who left 
friends behind them. 
The field marshal of the second 
army against Hitler is general world 
opinion. 
Under this field marshal 
march Germany’s lost credit, lost 
markets, lost friends. 
But more important than either 
of these two armies is the third. 
Its commander-in-chief is nature, 
its regiments are drought, crop fai­ 
lure, food and goods shortage, while 
off in the distance can be distin­ 
guished shadows of those menacing 
shock troops, famine and national 
bankruptcy. 
Hitler may be able to conciliate his 
party, reassure his people, propiti­ 
ate world opinion, but against the 
third army of an illwilled nature 
Hitler can do nothing but wait, hcpe 
and pray to that Teuton God Ger­ 
many has adopted. 
Until this week observers had been 
inclined to predict for the economic 
future of the Hitler regime nothing 
worse than a slow decline of the 
standard of living so gradual that 
people would hardly perceive it. Now 
drought has gone for another week. 
Everv day of it kills thousands of 
tons of crop. Fields are drying un­ 
der a savage sun and revision of 
crop estimates is necessary daily. 
Drought Worst Foe. 
Neutral authorities declare an­ 
other ten days of drought will halve 
the winter crop of potatoes. 
The 
winter crop is the chief reliance of 
food in this country where the pop­ 
ulation normally consumes more po­ 
tatoes per head than almost any­ 
where else in the world. Under or­ 
dinary circumstances this would de­ 
note nothing but a bit of misfortune. 
Before the Nazi regime Germany 
could have bought all the potatoes 
she wanted abroad. Today she has 
no money and no credit to buy 
either potatoes or any other neces­ 
sities abroad. 
What in ordinary 
times would be a trivial matter can 
in the third Reich become a cala-

This is the background against 
which Hitler speaks and this is the 
background against which the Ger­ 
man people are reflecting today at 
the curious choice of Friday the 
thirteenth for so momentous an 
event. 
The Germans point out that there 
already have been two Friday the 
thirteenths this year.

mans think of the number thirteen 
is illustrated by what happened with

Immediately after Leitner’s de­ 
parture, Secretary Hull called in un­ 
dersecretary of State Phillips and 
other aides to discuss what state­ 
ment should be made in connection 
with the German demands.

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POTENTIALITIES OF THE DEATH RAY 


I 


T IS well that Dr. Nikola Tesla plans to place his so-called 


"death ray" at the disposal of the "Geneva Disarmament Con- 


ference in the interests of peace. 
If his invention of a lethal 


shower of particles has anything like the destructive qualities he 
claim's for it the nation possessing it in wartime would have an 
almost unbelievably murderous instrument. 
While the concept 


of the "death ray" is'not new, the Tesla adaptation would ap- 
pear to have practical advantages which others have lacked. 


If Japan, according to Dr. Tesla's theory, controlled ^ trie 


ray, it could, by setting up power plants at intervals of 200 miles, 
definitely foil invading air fleets, Japan's greatest -fear. . .If the 
ray were France's alone, there would be no use for that wall of 
steel and concrete along the-French border. 
And if Germany 


owned the death-dealing ray—Hitler's achievement with more 
awkward weapons indicates what he might be able to accom- 
plish with such giant electrical force.

Stabilization Seems Far Off 
Sword Of Federal Debt Halts Business 
Municipal Credit Rapidly Improving

NEW YORK, July 13—This Is 


what some hard-headed business- 
men are saying: 
Stabilization of currency seems far 


off—which is a blow to internation- 
al bankers, on whom the world still 
depends to a great extent. It is a 
boon to the speculator, who visions 
fantastic (even if temporary) rises 
in prices. 


Stabilization is not 
possible so 


long as the United States govern- 
ment spends large sums. If, in the 
spending of huge sums, business 
would rise correspondingly and ab- 
sorb unemployed, there would be no 
danger. But business- does hot rise 
sufficiently. 
As government debts 


increase, business' own debts drop. 
And when business debts drop—that 
is, when business seeks no fresh 
capital, of which there are 
im- 


mense reservoirs—then business de- 
clines. 
Now why does business drop? It 


drops because in the end all gov- 
ernment 
expenditures must come 


out of the earnings, not only of 
business, but of every individual. 


Some of those who seek social re- 


forms assert that business is hold- 
ing back to defeat those reforms. 


Granted that industrial diehards 


will do all possible to retard social 
reforms, nevertheless that is hot 
what restrains business. 
Social reforms always have made 


better business, by broadening the 
base, by creating larger purchasing 
power, by raising the standards of 
living. 
That which retards business Js 


the sword of debt that hangs over 
everybody's head. 


And -when that debt becomes too 


heavy, or if commodity prices can- 
not be maintained, further and fur- 
ther inflation will be the order of 
the day. 
The precarious financial condition 


of the dictator countries—Germany 
and Italy, to say nothing of Rus- 
sia—weakens world credit, weakens 
the stability of currency and cer- 
tainly weakens the opportunities to 
sell, which is fountain-head of any 
sort of stability.

ROOSEVELT 
COUNTRY 


President Roosevelt is likely to re- 


ceive an unprecedented welcome 
when he passes through the west- 
ern and midwestern farm country 
en route home from Hawaii. His 
signing of the farm m.rtgage mor- 
atorium bill consolidated an already 
tremendous hcZd on farmers. 


Investors in farm mortgages are 
not so enthusiastic. Farm mort- 
gage banks -(whose bonds, incident- 
ally, are worth less now) had been 
assembling the obligations of dis- 
tressed farmers and scaling down 
the debts. 


The average reduction was 18.6 


per cent, according to estimates In 
Kansas City. 


The land banks took over the 


farms and worked off the debts un- 
til the time a new mortgage could 
be granted. 
Many of the farmers 
remained on the farms—but the 
matter of foreclosure did not sit 
well with them. 


The 
Frazier-Lemcke 
measure 


signed by the president permits the 
fanner to take a five-year mora- 
torium (if all the creditors win not 
agree to reductions) and still pos- 
sess the land by paying n small 
amount of interest. 
Critics argue 


that the debtor will make no great 
effort to obtain the agreement of 
all creditors for a scaling down. He 
thus automatically obtains the de- 
sired moratorium. 


Insurance companies are not so 


badly hit as other investors. Insur- 
ance companies have first mort- 
gages, prior liens, and farm prop- 
erties that produce have been better 
than city risks, where buildings soon 
depreciate and lose tenants.

NO ALLIANCES 


The British, no less than the 


Americans, are fearful of entangling 
alliances which would mean mili- 
tary aid in continental Europe.

POTENTIALITIES OF THE DEATH RAY 
! 
T IS well that Dr. Nikola Tesla plans to place his so-called 
“death ray” at the disposal of the Geneva Disarmament Con­ 
ference in the interests of peace. 
If his invention of a lethal 
shower of particles has anything like the destructive qualities he 
claims for it the nation possessing it in wartime would have an 
almost unbelievably murderous instrument. 
While the concept 
of the “ death ray” is not new, the Tesla adaptation would ap­ 
pear to have practical advantages which others have lacked. 


If Japan, according to Dr. Tesla’s theory, controlled the 
ray, it could, by setting up powder plants at intervals of 200 miles, 
definitely foil invading air fleets, J a p a n ’s greatest fear. 
If the 
ray were France’s alone, there would be no use for that wall of 
steel and concrete along the French border. 
And if Germany 
owned the death-dealing ray— Hitler’s achievement with more 
awkward weapons indicates what he might be able to accom­ 
plish with such giant electrical force. 


If the Tesla invention really has the power to wipe out 
armies at to o miles, and to destroy 10,000 airplanes at one 
time, it is an abomination from which humanity and civilization 
should be protected.

Sword Of Federal Debt Halts Business 
Municipal Credit Rapidly Improving

NEW YORK, July 13.—This Is 


what some hard-headed business- 
men arc saying: 


Stabilization of currency seems far 


off—which is a blow to internation- 
al bankers, on whom the world still 
depends to a great extent. It is a 
boon to the speculator, who visions 
fantastic (even if temporary) rises 
in prices. 


Stabilization is not 
possible so 
long as the United States govern- 
ment spends large sums. If, in the 
spending of huge sums, business 
would rise correspondingly and ab- 
sorb unemployed, there would be no 
danger. But business does not rise 
sufficiently. 
As government debts 
increase, business' own debts drop. 
And when business debts drop—that 
is, when business seeks no fresh 
capital, of which there are 
im- 


mense reservoirs—then business de- 
clines. 


Now why does business drop? It 
drops because in the end all gov- 
ernment expenditures 
must come 


out of the earnings, not only of 
business, but of every individual.

Those nam ed in w arrants were 
W illiam C. Milstead, president of 
the Blue Eagle Lodge; W. A. Peet, 
vice president; Emil W alter, treas­ 
urer; Andrew Barron, financial sec­ 
retary, and R. F. Guice, correspond­ 
ing secretary. 
Meanwhile, Tight revealed th a t 
the new National Steel Labor board 
has already stepped into the fray 
occasioned by the Republic Steel 
corporation’s refusal to renew its 
contracts with am algam ated.

TREVENT INJURY IN POTATO 


CULTIVATION 


Many growers do serious injury to 


their potatoes by cultivating too 
deep and too close. After the vines 
have made a foot or more of growth 
it is always wise when starting the 
cultivator to draw the loose soil 
away behind the shovel next to the 
row to see how many roots are be- 
ing torn off. All Toot pruning is 
injurious. Fields worked too vigor- 
ously may wilt in hot wea.ther and 
some of the discoloration at the 
stem end of the tubers may be due 
to the shock of deep, .late working, 
combined with heat and drought. 


Throwing some soil to the plants 


at the last two cultivations has de- 
cided advantages, such as smother- 
ing grass and weeds, preventing 
sunburned tubers and facilitating 
digging. The ridge so formed should 
be broad and low instead of the 
high narrow ridge sometimes made. 
The latter is almost sure to reduce 
yields through pruned roots and 
wasted moisture. 


A good rig for the last cultiva- 


tion is a five-shovel, one-horse cul- 
tivator with a wheel in front and a 
v-shaped sweep beriind. The depth 
is thus accurately regulated and the 
sweep cuts off all weeds which es- 
cape the shovels and leaves the 
middles loose and level. The out- 
side shovels may be of trie broad, 
diagonal type, which throw dirt to- 
ward the row, but run very shallow 
next to It. Some careful growers 
add vine lifters of 1-4 or 3-3 inch 
• und iron bent so as to left the 
vines up and over the cultivator 
frame. 


As soon as the vines cover the 


ground, there is little to be gained 
and considerable risk in further cul- 
tivation. As long as the surface is 
loose and there arc no weeds which 
.-.lay be killed the cultivator may as 
well stay at the barn. 
IS IT BENEFICIAL TO SUCKER 


SWEET CORN 


There is a divided opinion among 


sweet corn growers in regard to the 
value of suckering. 


Experiments conducted through a 


series of years shows that there is 
practically no difference between 
suckered and unsuckered rows. 


Some varieties have a tendency 
to send forth more suckers than 
others in which case they should 
be given more space to develop 
properly. 


It costs from three to six dollars 


to sucker an acre of sweet corn, and 
since suckers should be removed 
while small so as not to dislodge 
the main stalk, a second crop often

COTTONSEED MEAL IS SAFE 


DAIRY FEED - 


There has been considerable spec- 


ulation In the minds, of a great 
many dairymen as to whether cot- 
tonseed meal was a safe feed for 
dairy cattle. 


The Oklahoma Experiment Sta- 


tion has recently completed a test 
on ttie feeding of cottonseed meal 
as the only grain concentrate to- 
gether with prairie hay as ths only 
roughage. 
Both were fed in dry 


lot -so that no green feed was in- 
cluded. 


Thirty-eight lactations have been 


completed by 20 Jersey cows fed the 
cottonseed meal and prairie hay. 
The average yield of 4 per cent fat 
corrected milk for 20 first lactation 
periods was 5,713 pounds In 318 
days. During the second lactation 
period, 10 cows in 307 days pro- 
duced 6,076 pounds of milk. On the 
average 10.6 pounds of cottonseed 
meal and 13 pounds of prairie hay 
were consumed dally per cow during 
the first lactation; 10 pounds of 
cottonseed meal, and 14.1 pounds 
of prairie hay daily during the sec- 
ond lactation; and 1D.8 pounds of 
cottonseed meal and 14.6 pounds of 
prairie hay during the third lacta- 
tion. One cow in the group con- 
sumed on the average around 15 
pounds of cottonseed meal daily. 
Milk production proceeded in a nor- 
mal manner. The results indicate 
that excessive amounts ol cotton- 
seed meal even when fed in restrict- 
ed rations did not affect milk pro- 
duction. Also there were no signs 
of cottonseed meal poison tag, no 
breeding difficulties, and no udder 
toubtes traceable to the ration. 


From these results Pennsylvania 


dairymen may conclude that they 
will not get into trouble by using 
cottonseed meal in limited quanti- 
ties as they have been doing. It is 
not recommended to use rations 
limited to cottonseed meal as was 
done in this test, nor is it recom- 
mended to feed cottonseed meal in 
large amounts but where used in 
limited amounts and In combination 
with other protein feeds a dairyman 
may feel assured that he will have 
no trouble even with high produc- 
ing cows. 
In most communities 


cottonseed meal is usually one of 
the cheapest sources of protein and 
can be included in the milking ra- 
tion with economy and safety.

The moon as compared with the earth in size.

- Central Press Science 'Writer 
Many theories have been advanced 
as to the provable origin of the 
moon, but of them all perhaps none 
is as tenable as that of the tidal 
theory, originally advanced by Sir 
James Jeans, noted British physi- 
cist and astronomer, which now is 
generally accepted. 


In the early days of the earth 


when that body still TVOS in a gas- 
eous 
or 
semi-liquid 
state, 
the 
earth's orbit around the sun was 
probably a great deal more irregular 
than it is at present. Science has 
shown that the older a planet be- 
comes the more nearly circular its 
orbit. So that soon after the earth 
was born, in a similar process which 
will be discussed later, it was prob- 
ably describing an irregular eclipse 
about the parent body, at some point 
of which it passed very close to the 
sun. 


Sun's Tidal Effect 


Now Just as the moon raises tides 


on our oceans, by reason of its "pull" 
on the waters of the earth, so the 
sun exerted tremendous tides on the 
little earth when that body passed 
near on its irregular orbit. So great 
were the tides on the surface mat- 
ter of the earth that great masses of 
the still gaseous or liquid material 


were pulled out, which condensing, 
formed the satellite. The satellite, 
the moon, captured by the earth's 
gravitational force has accompanied 
us on our annual journey around the 
sun ever since. 


While at first the moon rotated 
| on Its axis probably as repidly as did 
1 the earth, the tidal effect of the 
earth on the body of the moon has 
so slowed that rotation down that 
the moon always presents the same 
face to us. Conversely the tidal ef- 
fect of the moon on the waters of 
the earth are acting as a brake on 
the earth's rotation, so that some 
day, in the dim and distant future, 
the rotation of the two bodies •will 
be equilized.

PREVENT INJURY IN POTATO 
CULTIVATION 
Many growers do serious injury to 
their potatoes by cultivating too 
deep and too close. After the vines 
have made a foot or more of growth 
it is always wise when starting the 
cultivator to draw the loose soil 
away behind the shovel next to the 
row to see how many roots are be­ 
ing torn off. 
All root pruning is 
injurious. 
Fields worked too vigor­ 
ously may wilt in hot weather and 
some of the discoloration at the 
stem end of the tubers may be due 
to the shock of deep, late working, 
combined with heat and drought. 
Throwing some soil to the plants 
at the last two cultivations has de­ 
cided advantages, such as smother­ 
ing grass and weeds, preventing 
sunburned tubers and facilitating 
digging. The ridge so formed should 
be broad and low instead of the 
high narrow ridge sometimes made. 
The latter is almost sure to reduce 
yields through pruned roots and 
wasted moisture. 
A good rig for the last cultiva­ 
tion is a five-shovel, one-horse cul­ 
tivator with a wheel in front and a 
v-shaped sweep behind. 
The depth 
is thus accurately regulated and the 
sweep cuts off all weeds which es­ 
cape the shovels and leaves the 
middles loose and level. 
The out­ 
side shovels may be of tHe broad, 
diagonal type, which throw dirt to- 
ward the row, but run very shallow ! 
next to it. 
Some careful growlers I 
add vine lifters of 1-4 or 3-8 inch 
und iron bent so as to left the | 
vines up and over the cultivator 
frame.

IS IT BENEFICIAL TO SUCKER 
SWEET CORN 
There is a divided opinion among 
sweet corn growers in regard to the 
value of suckering.

Some varieties have a tendency 
to send forth more suckers than 
others in which case they should 
be given more space to develop 
properly.

DAIRY FEED 
* There has been considerable spec- 
I ulation in the minds of a great 
many dairymen as to whether cot­ 
tonseed meal was a safe feed for 
dairy cattle. 
The Oklahoma Experiment Sta­ 
tion has recently completed a test 
on the feeding of cottonseed meal 
as the only grain concentrate to­ 
gether with prairie hay as the only 
roughage. 
Both were fed in dry 
lot so that no green feed was in­ 
cluded. 
Thirty-eight lactations have been 
completed by 20 Jersey cows fed the j 
cottonseed meal and prairie hay. 1 
The average yield of 4 per cent fat j 
corrected milk for 20 first lactation ; 
periods wras 5,713 pounds in 318 
days. 
During the second lactation f 
period, 10 cows in 307 days pro- | 
duced 6,076 pounds of milk. On the 
average 10.6 pounds of cottonseed ! 
meal and 13 pounds of prairie hay I 
were consumed daily per cow during I 
the first lactation: 10 pounds of i 
cottonseed meal, and 14.1 pounds 
of prairie hay daily during the sec- ! 
ond lactation; and 10.8 pounds of 
cottonseed meal and 14.6 pounds of 
prairie hay during the third lacta­ 
tion. 
One cow in the group con­ 
sumed on the average around 15 
pounds of cottonseed meal daily. 
Milk production proceeded in a nor­ 
mal manner. 
The results indicate 
I that excessive amounts of cotton­ 
seed meal even when fed in restrict­ 
ed rations did not affect milk pro­ 
duction. 
Also there were no signs 
of cottonseed meal poisoning, no 
breeding difficulties, and no udder 
tcubles traceable to the ration. 
From these results Pennsylvania 
dairymen may conclude that they 
will not get into trouble by using 
cottonseed meal in limited quanti­ 
ties as they have been doing. 
It is 
not recommended to use rations 
limited to cottonseed meal as was 
done in this test, nor is it recom­ 
mended to feed cottonseed meal in 
large amounts but where used in 
limited amounts and in combination 
with other protcm feeds a dairyman 
may feel assured that he will have 
no trouble even with high produc­ 
ing cows. 
In most communities 
| cottonseed meal is usually one of 
I the cheapest sources of protein and 
I can be included in the milking ra- 
I tion with economy and safety.

Many theories have been advanced 
as to the probable origin of the 
moon, but of them all perhaps none 
is as tenable as that of the tidal 
theory, originally advanced by Sir 
James Jeans, noted British physi­ 
cist and astronomer, wrhich now is 
generally accepted. 
In the early days of the earth 
when that body still was in a gas­ 
eous 
or 
semi-liquid 
state, 
the 
earth’s orbit around the sun was 
i probably a great deal more irregular 
! than it is at present. 
Science has 
shown that the older a planet be­ 
comes the more nearly circular its 
orbit. 
So that soon after the earth 
was born, in a similar process which 
will be discussed later, it was prob­ 
ably describing an irregular eclipse 
about the parent body, at some point 
I of which it passed very close to the 
sun. 
Sun’s Tidal Effect 
Now just as the moon raises tides 
j on our oceans, by reason of its “pull” 
on the waters of the earth, so the 
sun exerted tremendous tides on the 
| little earth when that body passed 
near on its irregular orbit. So great 
were the tides on the surface mat­ 
ter of the earth that great masses of 
) the still gaseous or liquid material 


were pulled out, which condensing, 
j formed the satellite. 
The satellite, 
! the moon, captured by the earth’s 
gravitational force has accompanied 
j us on our annual journey around the 
sun ever since. 
While at first the moon rotated 
1 on its axis probably as repidly as did 
the earth, the tidal effect of the 
earth on the body of the moon has 
so slowed that rotation down that 
the moon always presents the same 
face to us. 
Conversely the tidal ef­ 
fect of the moon on the waters of 
the earth are acting as a brake on 
the earth’s rotation, so that some 
day, in the dim and distant future, 
the rotation of the two bodies will 
be equilized.

DOLLFUSS has an idea for the 


discouragement of bomb explosions. 


Anybody found with explosives in 
his possession will be put to death, 
no explanations accepted, after a 
few days of grace for delivering the 
explosive to the government. 


The idea isn't entirely new. We 


did the same thing with gold in this 
country, although the penalty is not 
death. 


In England, after the Phenix Park

SOMEBODY In Russia seems to 


possess common sense as regards 
armaments. Moscow will listen, if 
invited, to talk about limiting war- 
ship building at the 1935 naval con- 
ference, but says she is not interest- 
ed in having somebody else tell her 
what she may build. 


Russia has various water frontiers, 
the Pacific Ocean, the Caspian and 
Black seas. She reaches the Atlan- 
tic through the Arctic Ocean, the 
Baltic and the Gulf of Finland, and 
is busy, just now, building ships that 
she thinks she needs and she doesn't 
tell anybody how many they are or 
what they are like.

PREVENT INJURY JN POTATO 


CULTIVATION 


Many growers do serious injury to 


their potatoes by cultivating too 
deep and too close. After the vines 
have made a foot or more of growth 
it is always wise when starting the 
cultivator to draw the loose soil 
away behind the shovel next to the 
row to see how many roots are be- 
ing torn off. All root pruning is 
injurious. Fields worked too vigor- 
ously may wilt in hot weather and 
some of the discoloration at the 
stem end of the tubers may be due 
to the shock of deep, late working, 
combined with heat and drought. 


Throwing some soil to the plants 


at the last two cultivations has de- 
cided advantages, such as smother- 
ing grass and weeds, preventing 
sunburned tubers and facilitating 
digging. The ridge so formed should 
be broad and low instead of ttie 
high narrow ridge sometimes made. 
The latter is almost sure to reduce 
yields through pruned roots and 
wasted moisture. 


A good rig for the last cultiva- 


tion is a five-shovel, one-horse cul- 
tivator with a wheel in front and a 
v-shaped sweep beh'ind. The depth 
is thus accurately regulated and the 
yweep cuts off all weeds which es- 
cape the stiovels and leaves the 
middles loose and level. The out- 
side shovels may be of th'e broad, 
diagonal type, which throw dirt to- 
wa.-d the row, but run very shallow 
next to it. Some careful growers 
add vine lifters of 1-4 or 3-8 inch 
• nnd iron bent so as to left the 
vines up and over the cultivator 
frame. 


As soon as the vines cover the 


ground, there is little to be gamed 
and considerable risk in further cul- 
tivation. As long as the surface is 
loose and there are no weeds which 
: lay be killed the cultivator may as 
well stay at the barn.

sweet corn growers in regard to the 
value of suckering. 


Experiments conducted through a 
series of years shows that there Is 
practically no difference between 
suckered and unsuckered rows. 
Some varieties have a tendency 
to send forth more suckers than 
others in which case they should 
be given more space to develop 
properly. 


It costs from three to six dollars 
to sucker an acre of sweet corn, and 
since suckers should be removed 
while small so as not to dislodge 
the main stalk, a second crop often

,. The Oklahoma Experiment Sta- 
tion has recently completed a test 
on the feeding of cottonseed meal 
as trie only grain concentrate to- 
gether with prairie hay as the only 
roughage. 
Both were fed In dry 
lot .so that no green feed was in- 
cluded. 


Thirty-eight lactations have been 


completed by 20 Jersey cows fed the 
cottonseed meal and prairie hay. 
The average yield of 4 per cent fat 
corrected milk for 20 first lactation 
periods was 5,713 pounds in 318 
days. During the second lactation 
period, 10 cows in 307 days pro- 
duce-d 6,076 pounds of milk. On the 
average 10.6 pounds of cottonseed 
meal and 13 pounds of prairie hay 
were consumed daily per cow during 
the first lactation; 10 pounds of 
cottonseed meal, and 14.1 pounds 
of prairie hay daily during the sec- 
ond lactation; and 10.8 pounds of 
cottonseed meal and 14.6 pounds of 
prairie hay during the third lacta- 
tion. 
One cow in the group con- 


sumed on the average around 15 
pounds of cottonseed meal daily 
Milk production proceeded in a nor- 
mal manner. The results indicate 
tnat excessive amounts of cotton- 
seed meal even when fed in restrict- 
ed rations did not affect milk pro- 
duction. Also there were no signs 
of cottonseed meal poisoning, no 
breeding difficulties, and no udder 
toubles traceable to the ration. 


, 
From these results Pennsylvania 
dairymen may conclude that they 
will not get into trouble by using 
cottonseed meal in limited quanti- 
ties as they have been doing. It is 
not recommended to use rations 
limned to cottonseed meal as was 
done in this test, nor is it recom- 
mended to feed cottonseed meal in 
large amounts but where used in 
limited amounts and in combination 
with other protc:n feeds a dairy-lan 
may feel assured that he will have 
no trouble even with high produc- 
ing cows. 
In most communities 
cottonseed meal is usually one of 
the cheapest sources of protein and 
can be included in the milking ra- 
tion with economy and safety.

No article 'of clothing is more 
important to one's comfort, but as 
a rule, thought given to the selec- 
tions of shoes and hose relates to 
their fashion points. The smartest 
shoe, may, if not properly fitted, 
give .Its wearer a worn, irritated ex- 
pression and an awkward posture 
totally out of harmony with the ef- 
fect Hhe wishes to attain. 


People with sensitive, tender feet 
should avoid patent leather and 
heavy calf skin shoes, unless they 
are made with perforations so much 
)- vogue. Broad heels of moderate 
width are most comfortable for pro- 
longed standing or walking, and for 
sight-seeinng trips nothing 
else 


should be considered. 
Run-over 
heels must be kept In constant re- 
pair, both to insure comfort and to

Central Press Science Writer 
Many theories have been advanced 
as to the probable origin of the 
moon, but of them all perhaps none 
is HS tenable as that of the tidal 
theory, originally advanced by Sir 
James Jeans, noted British physi- 
cist and astronomer, which now is 
generally accepted. 


In the early days of the earth 


when that body still was in a gas- 
eous 
or 
semi-liquid 
state, 
the 
earth's orbit around the sun was 
probably a great deal more irregular 
than it is at present. Science has 
shown that the older a planet be- 
comes the more nearly circular its 
orbit. So that soon after the earth 
was born, in a similar process which 
will be discussed later, it was prob- 
ably describing an irregular eclipse 
about the parent body, at some point 
of which it passed very close to the 
sun. 


Sun's Tidal Effect 


Now just as the moon raises tides 
on our oceans, by reason of its "pull" 
on the waters of the earth, so the 
sun exerted tremendous tides on the 
little earth when that body passed 
near on its irregular orbit. So great 
were the tides on the surface mat- 
ter of the earth that great masses of 


I the still gaseous or liquid material 


were pulled out, which condensing, 
[formed the satellite. The satellite, 


i the moon, captured by the earth's 
gravitational force has accompanied 
us on our annual journey around the 
sun ever since. 


While at first the moon rotated 


on its axis probably as repidly as did 
the earth, the tidal effect of the 
earth on the body of the moon has 
so slowed that rotation down that 
the moon always presents the same 
face to us. Conversely the tidal ef- 
fect of the moon on the waters of 
the earth are acting as a brake on 
the earth's rotation, so that some 
day, in the dim and distant future, 
the rotation of the two bodies will 
be equilized.

CUNNINGHAM PARK. 


Cunningham Park, named after 


the family of the donors, is located 
in Shenaugo Township just south 
of the city line. 
.. ' . 


The . property is shaped some- 


thing like a boot, the toe of which 
abuts on Gaston Park at Frank ave- 
nue, the heel setting in Cascade 
Boulevard near Dead Man's cut, and 
the top abutting on Cascade Park 
at the woc(ds. 


To follow the simile, the- front of 


the boot leg abuts on a street shown 
on the map as Wood Street, and the 
calf of the boot rests against a small 
strip of property, not owned by the 
city, which strip separates Cunning- 
ham Park.and Cascade Boulevard 
between Dead Man's Cut on Cascade 
Boulevard and a point- slightly 
nearer the dam than the old ball 
park. The property comprises ap- 
proximately 145 acres. 
This park is reached on foot from 


most any direction and, as the auxi- 
liary improvements are completed, 
will also be accessible from most any 
direction by automobile. However, 
for the present, the park is only ac- 
cessible by automobile via Staunton 
Avenue (Ehenango Township), Cas- 
cade Boulevard, Huron Avenue, and 
the parking lot in Cascade. 
The property is rolling having a 


general slope towards the Big Run. 


Natural water courses, starting in 


the slope of Cascade Woods, gradu- 
ally become more pronounced until 
they open out into deep ravines. The 
water 
courses provide ^excellent 


drainage and. while for the most 
part dry runs, are nevertheless at 
certain spots fed by springs of suf- 
ficient flow to make possible the 
construction of small dams. 


Starting at what would be the cen- 
ter of the boot top is one of these 
water courses, it gradually widens 
taking on more of a wedge shape 
and getting deeper, the case of this 
wedge would rest on Cascade Boule- 
vard. A small spring feeds this run 
and at a, point where the main park 
road crosses the stream a beautiful 
tree lined pool has been formed. 
From this point on the ravine has 
been "Scenic Hollow", and quite 
naturally of course, for as the -water 
trickles in ever increasing tempo 
from dam to dam, the trees on the 
wooded slopes raise their majestic 
heads in greater dignity. 


Paths have been constructed down 


Scenic Hollow, which cross and re- 
cross the bubbling stream, and where 
opportunity 
has 
afforded, 
rustic 


benches have been constructed for 
those who wish to contemplate the 
tranquil scene.. 


At the foot of the hollow is being 


constructed a dam, which also forms 
part of a path leading from Cascade 
Boulevard up over the hill. 


Roads have been laid out and 


generally reduced to grade, these 
follow the natural contour of the 
ground as nearly as possible, and 
where cuts and fills have been made, 
the sides have been gently sloped 
back to restore and preserve the 
natural appearance. The driveways 
will be twenty feet wide, with ample 
provisions for increasing this width, 
if necessary. 


Literally, hundreds of trees have 


been planted, no tree or shrub that 
could be saved was destroyed. 
On 


the contrary the young trees were 
carefully lifted and transplanted un- 
der the direction of skilled persons, 
and then carefully nurtured and wa- 
tered to carry them thru the ex- 
ceedingly dry spell of'late spring. 


Gunton Park, out of its abund- 


ance, provided many of these young 
trees, not the least of which were

the offspring of our giant elm pre 
viously described. 
Still keeping in mind the boot, th 


calf of the booi'to the ankle will be ; 
the athletic fields. Much of the 
grading has been done, and much 
more needs to be done, but when 
completed, facility can be provided 
for games of every kind—tennis, 
baseball, mushball, football, running, 
jumping, and yes, even sled-riding. 


At the foot of the athletic field are 


being constructed the comfort sta- 
tions and shelters combined, which 
the architect is pleased to call a 
"Refectory". 
This consists of two 


small buildings, built of cut stone in 
rough ashlar design, old English 
roofs are Joined together by a sharp 
pointed roof, supported by stone 
pillars to form an open shelter with 
the men's room on one end, the 
ladies' on the other. 


At the other end of the field and 


on the hill from which point can be 
obtained a general view of the whole 
park, the foundation has been pre- 
pared for what some day will be a 
Field House. This building is in- 
tended to provide convenience and 
facility for both sexes so that'while 
those who wish to do so, follow the 
more strenuous games, others may 
while away the time with bridge or 
other games. 
The building Is In- 


tended also to provide facility for 
the 
caretaker, . thereby affording 


complete protection the year around 
at nominal cost. The plans also 
provide for lockers and showers. 
The timbers for this building are 
already available, stone .for the walls 
can be quarried, there remains but 
the trimming which, as the whole 
plan develops, will undoubtedly be 
available. 
This is the Athlete's Park, for on 


its_ spacious field the adolescenf. 
youth and the adult might find n- 
creation. Hiking and nature study 
may not be overlooked for the paths 
have much of beauty to commend 
them. But after all, a hundred and 
forty-five acres is some tramp on 
any day. 


But the sedate business person, 


office worker, who takes his or her 
present 
recreation 
somewhat by 


proxy, has not been overlooked. For 
these automobile drives—here one 
may ramble leisurely for what seems 
miles around the spacious place, 
finding much to appreciate, much 
to enjoy. 
The speed in and around all parks 


apparently is set at a maximum of 
20 miles per hour, wisely BO, the lives 
of children must be projected and 
after all, one does not use a park 
drive for a speed way. 
There are few don't in a well 


managed park system, but there are 
a few. These seem to be: 


Don't pass another car going in 


£he same direction. 


Don't park or stop on the traveled 


roadway. 
Don't drive faster than 20 miles 


per hour. 


Don't disturb the tranquility by 


loud hpm-blowing. 


Don't Interfere with any other 


citizen's exercise of his rights. 


And now, the dinner over and the 


dishes washed, why not go for a cool 
evening ride thru our park. 


We approach the park via Arling- 


ton Avenue from East or South, turn 
either onto Wilson Avenue or Jack- 
son Avenue. If the approach is by 
Wilson Avenue we pass Gaston Park 
on the right, turning left at the 
end of Wilson onto Frank Avenue. 
We proceed on Frank Avenue to the 
second street intersection where a 
small sign points to Cunningham 
Park. If the approach is via Jack- 


i son Avenue, we turn right at Frank

Avenue and proceed one block where 
•we turn left. This street is named 
Staunton Avenue and is In Shenan- 
go Township. (Do not confuse this 
.with Stanton Avenue). 


At the end of Staunton Avenue we 


see a circle formed by ashes. This 
will someday be a beautiful stone 
entrance and traffic circle. 


At present, on our right, we ob- 


serve a small sign reading "Road 
Closed". 
Believe it, for it means 


just that. It is one half of Wood 
Street and entrance to the park 
from Wood Street is not possible. 


We enter the park and, having 


proceeded about three hundred feet 
we turn right; (soon arrows will 
point the way) we now proceed un- 
til we reach the first triangle. We 
observe on our right a deep ravine. 
This will ultimately be crossed by 
the road leading to Gaston Park; 
the earth fill will be a dam forming 
a lagoon for "winter sports and over- 
looking the lagoon will ultimately be 
one of the "Refectories." It is pos- 
sible to urn right and then left 
around the triangle. 


However, we keep left, being care- 


ful to stay on the ash, and keeping 
"Scenic Hollow" on our right, we 
come to iiic construction buildings. 
We woas "Boenle Hollow" and turn 
.Left, 
;«roceedlng toward 
Cascade 


Woods nt the triangle, keeping left 
and at the second triangle keep left 
also. As we leave the second tri- 
angle heading 
down toward the 


Staunton Avenue entrance, we are 
careful to keep on the ash drive for 
the earth shoulders are soft and at 
the entrance circle we turn left, 
again crossing "Scenic Hollow" and 
this time turn right, where, as we 
round the rear corner, we observe 
"The Refectory" now -almost com- 
plete. 
We proceed for the 
full 


length of the athletic field, coming 
to a full stop at the Intersection. No 
right or left turn is permitted here. 
Traffic must stop, go around traffic 
circle to get onto the Boulevard, or 
continue straight across towards 
Woodland Drive. We cross and pro- 
ceed, at the top of this hill we ob- 
serve Lake View Drive, but do not 
enter, this being the outlet of a one 
way drive. We then proceed to the 
second triangle turning right into 
Woodland Drive, bearing left at the 
next triangle for we may not enter 
Black Oak Drive from this direction 
Passing thru the woods we turn 
right as if to drop into the parking 
lot and as we reach a point In with 
the entrance, we again turn right 
onto Black Oak Drive. This Drive 
is the old cat rocks path, which we 
have not seen for years, and, nest- 
ling down In the valley is the Old 
Park, the place of happy memories. 


Continuing along Black Oak Drive 


we may either bear right to Wood- 
land Drive or bear left on Lake View 
Drive. We bear left and, after ramb- 
ling thru its winding trail, emerge 
again into Cunningham Park. We 
drop down the hill, keep right 
around the traffic circle, come to a 
full stop, change Into second gear 
and proceed down to Cascade Boule- 


vard. Since children are constantly 
on this Boulevard, we come to a full 
stop, thence turning right, proceed 
at a speed not greater than 20 miles 
per hour until we reach the end of 
the Boulevard at Hamilton Street. 
The distance travelled is five miles 
and the time consumed about thirty 
minutes. 


And so the trip is over, we have 


seen the handiwork of our friends 
and neighbors, we have seen the in- 
genuity they displayed and we have 
a keener conception of the fortitude 
they displayed during the rigors of 
a severe winter. 


Of course, \ve saw. much to be 


done and we resolved to make these 
suggestions to the Park Commission, 
feeling sure these suggestions will be 
gracefully received for we too have 
caught a vision of our beautiful 
park system. 


(Editor's Note) 


The News has noticed that names 


have been given to the drives thru 
Cascade Woods and we take some 
pride in the fact that one of our 
staff suggested them. However, the 
traffic circles, triangles and drives 
in Cunningham Park should be 
named and we will be glad to pub- 
lish any suggestions for the benefit 
of the Park Commission.

French Proposal 


Britain. And Italy Approve 


Plan For "Eastern 


Locarno" 


(Tnlernatlonnl News Service) 


LONDON. July 13.—British 
and 


Italian approval of the French plan 
for an "Eastern Locarno" was an- 
nounced in the house ol commerce 
this afternoon by Sir John Simon, 
British foreign secretary. 


Sir John, who clashed openly with 


Louis Barthou, French foreign min- 
ister, at Geneva on the armament 
question, extolled the French foreign 
minister, who has Just concluded a 
visit of far-reaching importance to 
London, and the French govern- 
ment, which he said earnestly de- 
sires peace. 
"The proposal for an eastern pact 


of mutual guarantee is based on the 
strictest principles of reciprocity and 
conceived with the genuine purpose 
of strengthening the pejice ol Europe 
arid the world", said the foreign sec- 
retary.

BERLIN, July 13.—The British 


government, only a few hours before 
Chancellor Hitler was to address the 
Reichstag with what is expected to 
be an emphatic protest against the 
encirclement 
of Germany, today 


served formal notice upon the Reich 
that England is supporting the 
French proposal for an "eastern Lo- 
carno". 


Sir Eric Phipps, British ambassa- 


dor, called at the foreign office and 
informed Baron Konstantin Von 
Neurath, foreign minister, that An- 
glo-French collaboration in develop- 
ing regional mutual assistance pacts 
to preserve the peace on the Euro- 
pean continent had been assured as 
the result of the recent visit to Lon- 
don of Louis Barthou, French for- 
eign minister. 


International News Service first 


carried the news, in dispatches from 
London and Paris, that such an 
agreement had been reached. 


The British ambassador's visit, it 


Is generally believed, was deliberate- 
ly timed on the very day and a few 
hours in advance of Hitler's state- 
ment to the world, to forestall any 
declaration by his part that Britain's 
attitude was not known. 


Hitler Speaks Late Today. 


It may cause the chancellor to 


make last minute changes in the 
speech he is to deliver at about 8 
o'clock tonight (3 p. m. EDT). 


Sir Eric handed Bavon Von Neu- 


rath the drafts of three pacts work- 
ed out at the British foreign office 
while Barthou was in London. 


The first was the outline of a 


strictly Franco-Russian treaty, the 
result of many weeks of negotiations 
between Paris and Moscow which 
have been viewed with the greatest 
suspicion by the German foreign of- 
fice. 


The second was the "eastern Lo- 
carno" pact, which would bring Rus- 
sia, Germany, Poland and oilier 
eastern powers Into an agreement to 
Jiuarantee one another's territories 
from invasion. 


The third was the draft of a gen- 
eral pact for similar mutual assist- 
ance pacts covering all sectors of 
the European continent.

CUNNINGHAM PARK. 


Cunningham Park, named after 


the family of the donors, is located 
n Shenango Township just south 
of the city line. 


The property Is shaped some- 


thing like a boot, the toe of which 
abuts on Gaston Park at Frank ave- 
nue, the heel setting in Cascade 
Boulevard near Dead Man's cut, and 
the top abutting on Cascade Park 
at the wodds. 


To follow the simile, the- front of 


the boot leg abuts on a street shown 
on the map as Wood Street, and the 
calf of the boot rests against a small 
strip of property, not owned by the 
city, which strip separates Cunning- 
ham Park . and. Cascade Boulevard 
between Dead Man's Cut on Cascade 
Boulevard and a point slightly 
nearer the dam than the old ball 
park. The property comprises ap- 
proximately 145 acres. 
This park is reached on foot from 


most any direction and, as the auxi- 
liary improvements are completed, 
will also be accessible from most any 
direction by automobile. However, 
for the present, the park is only ac- 
cessible by automobile via Staunton 
Avenue (Shenango Township), Cas- 
cade Boulevard, Huron Avenue, and 
the parking lot in Cascade. 


The property is rolling having a 


general slope towards the Big Run. 
Natural water courses, starting in 


the slope of Cascade Woods, gradu- 
ally become more pronounced until 
they open out into deep ravines. The 
water 
courses provide ^excellent 


drainage and, while for the most 
part dry runs, are nevertheless at 
certain spots fed by springs of suf- 
ficient flow to make possible the 
construction of small dams. 
Starting at what would be the cen- 


ter of the boot top is one of these 
water courses, it gradually widens

part of a path leading from Cascade 
Boulevard up over the hill. 


Roads have been laid out and 


generally reduced to grade, these 
follow the natural contour of the 
ground as nearly as possible, and 
where cuts and fills have been made, 
the sides have been gently sloped 
back to restore and preserve the 
natural appearance. The driveways 
will be twenty feet wide, with ample 
provisions for increasing this widch, 
if necessary.

We cross and pro- 
ceed, at the top of this hill we ob- 
serve Lake View Drive, but do not 
enter, this being the outlet of a one 
way drive. We then proceed to the 
second triangle turning right into 
Woodland Drive, bearing left at the 
next triangle for we may not enter 
Black Oak Drive from this direction 
Passing thru the woods we turn 
right as If to drop into the parking 
lot and as we reach a point in with 
the entrance, we again turn right 
onto Black Oak Drive. This Drive 
is the old cat rocks path, which we 
have not seen for years, and, nest- 


vard. Since children are constantly 
on this Boulevard, we come- to a tull 
stop, thence turning right, proceed 
at a speed not greater than 20 miles 
per hour until we reach the end of 
the Boulevard at Hamilton Street. 
The distance travelled is five miles 
and the time consumed about thirty 
minutes.

New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Illinois, Texas, California and 
Indiana all are among the 22 states 
which reported more highway fatal- 
ities per 100,000 population.

Rework 
Berry Patches—Straw- 
berry beds which produced their 
first crop this year can be reworked 
now to prepare them for a second 
crop next year. This may be neces- 
sary because of the poor stand of 
plants in newly set beds. Steps in 
the process are mowing and re- 
moving the tops, fertilizing, harrow- 
ing to pull out some ot the plants 
and work the soil between the 
plants, and cultivating to narrow 
the rows. 


Prevent Beetle Damage — Plea 


beetles, which are severely damag- 
ing potatoes, corn, cabbage and 
beans can be controlled by spraying 
with three pounds of calcium arsen- 
ate in 100 gallons of water or bor- 
deaux mixture on. large areas or 
dusting at the rate of one pound 
of calcium arsenate and 9 pounds 
of hydrated lime. 
These insects 


should be stopped now -to prevent 
second brood injury within the next 
few weeks. 


Stake Close Tomatoes—"Where to- 


matoes are set - two feet; apart in 
rows three feet apart th* plants 
should, be .pruned 
and 
staked. 


Either one or two leaders can.be 
used. The- stake' should be driven 
about six inches from the plant and 
should extend about five feet above 
ground. Pour or five tyings will be 
necessary. 


Adjust Daliy Herds—Since dry 


weather has reduced the feed supply 
on many dairy farms, a solution ol 
this problem may be found in ad- 
Justing .the size of the herd to the 
feed supply. The least efficient an- 
imals 'should "be discarded. A Jew 
good cows well fed will return fair 
greater net returns than a larger 
number that are underfed. 


Rain Helps Hay Crop—Recent 


rains in many parts of the state will 
help the second crop of red clover 
ahd alfalfa. Many farmers will add 
to their hay supply by harvesting 
soybeans, Sudan grass or millet.

Patches—Straw­ 
berry beds which produced their 
first crop this year can be reworked 
now to prepare them for a second 
crop next year. This may be neces­ 
sary because of the poor stand of 
plants in newly set beds. Steps in 
the process are mowing and re­ 
moving the tops, fertilizing, harrow­ 
ing to pull out some of the plants 
and work the soil between the 
plants, and cultivating to narrow 
the rows. 


Prevent Beetle Damage — Flea 
beetles, which are severely damag­ 
ing potatoes, corn, cabbage and 
beans can be controlled by spraying 
with three pounds of calcium arsen­ 
ate in 100 gallons of water or bor- 
deaux mixture on large areas or 
dusting at the rate of one pound 
of calcium arsenate and 9 pounds 
of hydrated lime.

liminary meeting was Arthur Kohn, 
active young amateur radio enthus- 
iast who was instrumental in con- 
vening the group and who helped 
several others draw up a temporary 
organization set-up.

Black League 


Offers Violence 


Disclose Existence Of Or- 


ganization Seeking To 


Spread Terror 


ONION STRIKERS 


ARE APPROACHED 


(International News Service) 


KENTON, O., July 13.—Existence 


of a mysterious "Black league", 
whose members offered to spread a 
reign of terror by bombings through 
the strike-torn 
Scioto marshlands 


was disclosed today. 


Leaders of the striking 400 union 


weeders in the marshes spurned the 
efforts of the league and in one in- 
stance a union leader drove a self- 
styled "Black leaguer" from his 
home with a revolver. 


"We want nothing to do with the 


Black league," declared Okey O'Dell, 
the strike leader. The latter also ; 
disclosed that, he- had spurned the 
"outside assistance" offered by a 
communistic group kno»vn as the 
Ohio Unemployed league. 


O'Dell revealed the activities of 


the mysterious stranger when he 
spoke to 200 strikers at his home. 
He warned the strikers to carry on 
the strike by peaceful picketing and 
to have nothing to do with the 
"Black leaguers". 


W. C. Weis, another official of the 


onion growers union, said that rep- 
resentatives of the league had come 
to his home and offered to bomb the 
properties' of the growers against 
whom the farmhands are striking. 
He and his wife both said they had 
to drive the men from their home 
by threatening them with a revolver. 


Elijah O'Dell, a member of the 


executive committee of the strikers, 
disclosed also that members of the 
league had visited him. They offer- 
ed to start a, reign of terror with 
bombs, gasoline and other outlaw 
methods, he said, but he also drove 
them away.

Common sense demands that a 


motorist should be aware of

New York, New Jersey, 
Ohio, Illinois, Texas, California and 
Indiana all are among the 22 states 
which reported more highway fatal- 
ities per 100,000 population.

Stake Close Tomatoes—Where to- 
matoes are set two feet apart in 
rows three feet apart the plants

Either one or two leaders can be 
used. The stake'should be driven 
about six Inches from the plant and 
should extend about five feet above 
ground. Pour or five tyings will be 
necessary. 


Adjust Dairy Herds—Since dry 
weather has reduced the feed supply 
on many dairy farms, a solution of 
this problem may be found in ad- 
justing the size of the herd to the 
feed supply. The least efficient an- 
imals should be discarded. A few 
good cows well fed will return far 
greater net returns than a larger 
[number that are underfed. 


Bain Helps Hay Crop—Recent 
rains in many parts of the state will 
help the second crop of red clover 
and alfalfa. Maw farmers will add 
to their hay supply by harvesting 
soybeans, Sudan grass or millet.

day by Dr. John A. Kolmar, well- 
known bacteriologist and chief of 
the medical staff of Temple Univer- 
sity. 


The serum, which was prepared 


by Dr. Kolm&r, is the result of two 
years of research into the causes 
and treatment of 
acute anterior 


poliomyelitis, or infantile paralysis; 


popularly i 


tones at present are 21 monkeys. 
The Simians are used, the scientist 
explained, because they are the only 
lower animals susceptible to infan- 
tale paralysis, dogs, guinea pigs and 
other animals used in serum tests 
in research work into the disease 
are immune to poliomyelitis. 


"In the experiments I have con- 


ducted with monkeys," the bacter- 
iologist related, "the ' animals that 
were given injections of the poliom- 
yelitis virus in the brain died with- 
in seven or nine days, except -where 
the immunizing vaccine was inject- 
ed previously. 


"Symptoms of 
poliomyelitis 
In 


monkeys are similar to the mani- 
festations of the disease in human 
beings. The stricken monkey 
be- 


comes listless 24 hours after the vir- 
us takes effect. Within another day 
or so the animal falls to the bottom 
of the cage paralyzed." 


Dr. Kolmar emphasized the fact 


that the name "infantile paralysis" 
is grossly incorrect inasmuch as it 
attacks adults as well as children, 
and does not always result in par- 
alysis. The bacteria, causing 
the 


disease, the scientist said, has not 
been actually isolated.

"diamond jubilee of oil". 


The principal addess will be deliv- 


ered by Harold L. Ickes. secretary of 
the interior and oil administrator. 
Dedicatory 
exercises 
will be in 


charge ol George White of Ohio a 
native of this city. The park will 
be formally turned over to the state 
of Pennsylvania by Axtell J. Byles, 
president of the American Petrol- 
eum Institute, another former Tit- 
usviile resident, and will be accepted 
for the state by Gov. Gifford Pin- 
chot. 


The observance will begin on Fri- 


day, 
August 24, which has been des- 


ignated "Oil Region Day". The ex- 
hibition in connection with the jub- 
ilee will be formally opened and an 
historical pageant "The Stpry of 
Oil" will be staged at the fair 
grounds here. On Saturday "Jubi- 
lee Day," a large parade will be 
staged, probably the greatest in the 
history of the city, with this section 


and the oil Industry well represent- 
ed. In the evening ,a ball will b" 
| held.

churches of the city and several 
musical concerts, including one by 
the Zem Zem Shrine Chanters of 
Erie.

ELLWOOD CITY, July 13.—What 


is adjudged as a "golden opportun- 
ity" was given the outlying town- 
ships by the Ellwood City school 
district, when the board of educa- 
tion held Its regular meeting last 
night in its rooms. 


Pending the acceptance of a new 
agreement the local school district 
will admit tuition pupils at almost 
less than half the rate formerly 
charged. 
This was the result of 


a recommendation made by Supt. 
of Schools Vaughn R. DeLong. 


Due to the low cost which the 


local schools have operated on for 
the past year, tuition rates of $5.50 
for pupils from 7 to 12 grades and 
$3.50 for the elementary grades per 
month was accepted by the board 
last night. 
That is for the upper 


grades the cost per pupil for one 
school year will be $49.67. 


The agreement that the townships 


must accept before their pupils are 
admitted here for the 1934-35 term, 
Is that the districts must give a six 
percent note dated August 15, 1934 
for'the entire amount of tuition due 
the local school district. 
The notes 


will be .made payable on February 
15 and will be renewable on condi- 
tion that the district has paid its 
current tuition.'in full and has made 
a substantial payment on its note. 


Supt. DeLong stated 
that 
the 


amount owed the local school dis- 
trict; by the outlying townships has 
remained adamant for the 
past 


three years. . Due to the appreci- 
able cut being made in the tuition 
the townships should find this to 
be a real opportunity to decrease its 
debt to the Ellwood school district. 
The board plans to adhere strictly

stance a union leader drove a self-

"Black leaguer" from his 


home with a revolver. 


"We want nothing to do with the 


Black league," declared Okey O'Dell i 
the strike leader. The latter also 
disclosed that he- had spurned the 
"outside assistance" offered by a 
communistic group knonvn as the 
Ohio Unemployed league. 


O'Dell revealed the activities of 


the -mysterious stranger when he 
spoke to 200 strikers at his home 
He warned the strikers to carry on 
the strike by peaceful picketing and 
to have nothing to do with the 
"Black leaguers". 


W. C. Weis, another official of the 


onion growers union, said that rep- 
resentatives of the league had come 
to his home and offered to bomb the 
properties' of the growers against 
whom the farmhands are striking. 
He and his wife both said they had 
to drive the men from their "home 
by threatening them with a revolver. 


Elijah O'Dell, a member of the 


executive committee of the strikers, 
disclosed also that members of the 
league had visited him. They offer- 
ed to start a reign of terror with 
bombs, gasoline and other outlaw 
methods, he said, but he also drove 
them away.

From Europe 


Democratic Nominee Com- 


pletes Trip Abroad; 


Starts Campaign 


SCHNADER MAKING 


TOUR ACROSS STATE 


Declares Electing Democrats 


Is Mere Selection Of 


"Rubber Stamps"

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Exud- 


ing confidence in the prospect of a 
Democratic victory In next Novem- 
ber's general election. George H. 
Earle, the party's candidate for gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, was back in 
his Haverfoi'd home today, prepar- 
ing to launch actively into a vigor- 
ous campaign. 


Upon returning from a European 


trip, Earle declared he will devote 
all of his time henceforth to his 
campaign against the Republican 
gubernatorial 
nominee, 
Attorney 


William A. Schnader, and the en- 
tire G. O. P. ticket. 


Losing no time In plunging into 


the political maelstrom, Earle will 
begin a. "gct-acqualntcd" tour of Uic 
state next week. The smiling and 
debonair aspirant to the common- 
wealth's highest office will inaugu- 
rate the tour with an ox ronst in 
Northumberland county Sunday. 


Meantime, Eai'le's adversary, Sch- 


nader, showed no lapse in his ap- 
parent determination to be seen 
and heard by the state's voters. 


While Earle was loosing a barrage ' 
of ardent criticism at the Republi- 
can camp, Schnader was urging an 
assemblage at Houtzdale in Clear- 
field county "to decide whether they 
are to select candidates who will 
make their first consideration in the 
interests of Pennsylvania or whe- 
ther they prefer officials who will be 
mere rubber stamps." 


Question Bclore Voters. 


Broadly hinting that a Democra- 


tic victory in the fall would subject 
the commonwealth to the domlna- j 
tlon of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the Republican nominee as- 
serted : 
"That is the big question which 


our voters have before them today. 
And that question is not less im- 
portant than the question whether

Arriving together with his wife 


and four children on the Liner Man- 
hattan yesterday, Earle's first utter- 
ance was to predict the downfall of 
the Hitler regime in Germany. Then, 
he brought his words closer to home 
by reiterating the oft-heard predic- 
tion of a Democratic victory in the 
autumn and emphatically asserting 
that the Roosevelt New Deal will be 
the potent issue In • Pennsylvania's 
battle of ballots.

will be .made payable on February 
15 and will be renewable on condi- 
tion that the district has paid its 
current tuitioix'in full and has made 
a substantial payment on its note. 


DeLong stated 
that

three years. . Due to the appreci- 
able cut being made in the tuition 
the townships should find this to 
be a real opportunity to decrease its 
debt to the Ellwood school district.

$25,000 To Pay 
School Teachers 


Accept Offer Of Philadel- 


phia Firm And Take 
Necessary Steps To 


Obtain Loan

teachers In the Ellwood City school 
system receive their next pay checks, 
they will be paid in full to date. 


This was made a reality last night 


when the board of education at its 
regular meeting, accepted the of- 
fe 
rota 


fer of a Philadelphia concern and 
took the necessaiy steps to borrow 
$25,000 at 4 per cent interest for 90 
days. 
With this sum the board In- 


tends to pay off its teachers in lull. 
Their total salaries amount to over 
$26,000. Teachers only received half 
pay on the last pay day. The board 
passed a number of resolutions rec- 
ommended by its attorney, W. J. 
Moffatt of New Castle, relatives to 
negotiating the loan. 


A question was raised if this sum 


is paid out to teachers how would 
the board take care of its bills. Supt. 
Vaughn R. DeLong pointed out that 
there were other sources of revenue 
for this purpose. 
The above loan 


is to be paid off by taxes received. 


Upon recommendation of the fi- 


nance committee the board voted to 
grant the request of Architect Rob- 
ert Eckles to advance him $1,000 on 
account. 
An agreement was made 


in which his bill to the board was 
reduced from $3692 to $2792, a re- 
duction of $900. 
This was because 


the gymnasium was not built for 
which plans were made. When this 
is done in the future Mr. Eckles will 
be compensated for the plans. 


Action was also taken to pay $300 


on their coal contract.

PHILADELPHIA, July 13.—Exud- 


ing confidence in the prospect oi a 
Democratic victory in next Novem- 
ber's general election, George H. 
Earle, the parly's candidate for gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, was back in 
his Haverlord home today, prepar- 
ing to launch actively into a vigor- 
ous campaign. 


Upon returning from a European 


trip, Earle declared he will devote 
all or his time henceforth to his 
campaign against the Republican 
gubernatorial 
nominee, Attorney 


Willlnm A. Schrmder, and the en- 
tire G. O. P. ticket. 


Losing no time in plunging into 


the political maelstrom, Earle will 
begin a "gel-acquainted" tour of the 
stale next week. 
The smiling and 


debonair aspirant to the common- 
wealth s highest office will inaugu- 
rate the tour with nn ox roast In 
Northumberland county Sunday. 


Meantime, Earlc's adversary, Sch- 


nnder, showed no lapse In his ap- 
parent, determination to be seen 
and heard by the state's voters. 


While Earle was loosing a barrage 
of ardent criticism at the Republi- 
can camp, Schmder was -urging an 
assemblage at Houtzdale in Clcai-- 
field county "to decide whether they 
are lo select candidates who will 
make their first consideration In the 
interests oC Pennsylvania or whe- 
ther they prefer officials who will be 
mere rubber stamps."
